The Ranger’s power failure 
left the scientists fairly cer­ 
tain that the 7 30-pound ca p­ 
sule was unable to push out 
its solar panels. 
The protruding panels — 
giv ing the capsule somewhat 
the look of a butterfly — 
would hav e picked up rays 
from the sun and transformed 
them into electrical energy.

Thirdly, in ur­ 
ban ren ewal the federal gov ern men t has 
en tered a field of activ ity with which cities 
hav e foun d themselv es in cap able of deal­ 
in g — the basis on which ev en the most 
arden t con serv ativ es gran t the federal gov ­ 
ern men t justifiable cause for action . 
But what about some of the absurd an d 
extreme claims that are bein g m a d e 
again st urban ren ewal? It is n ot imp ossible 
that the p rogram could result in graft, cor­ 
rup tion an d p rofiteerin g. It is n ot imp os­ 
sible that p rop erty could be taken without 
cause an d p erhap s ev en without just com­ 
p en sation . 
It is n ot imp ossible that a city in sp ector 
could be an un scrup ulous p erson an d rob 
or attack someon e foun d un able to p rotect 
himself. You can , in fact, con jure up the 
worst ev ils you can thin k of an d man y of 
_ them would be a p ossibility un der urban 
ren ewal. Use your imagin ation an d the 
p ossible ill effects from the p rogram are 
p ractically en dless. 
★ 
But what would it take for this to hap ­ 
p en ? It would require comp lete dishon esty 
on the p art of the City Coun cil, the authori­ 
ty, the federal gov ern men t an d the courts. 
Somehow or other, it is a little beyon d us to 
see the likelihood of this hap p en in g. Could 
the authority go in wherev er an d when ev er 
it p leased an d kick p eop le out of their 
homes an d take their p rop erty? It could if 
it could get the City Coun cil to agree to 
this, could get the federal gov ern men t to 
go alon g an d could talk the judges in our 
state courts in to ap p rov in g. In all, for these 
drastic thin gs to hap p en , it would take a 
gigan tic con sp iracy on the p art of hun - 


Nor would an ybody ev er wake up some 
morn in g to fin d that the gov ern men t had 
sudden ly taken ov er his p rop erty. The p ub­ 
lic hearin gs at the v arious stages of each 
an d ev ery in div idual urban ren ewal p roj­ 
ect are so exten siv e that the situation 
might almost be classed as red taj)e. In 
essen ce, the p rotection of the p ublic is so 
elaborate an d certain that it could n ot be 
imp rov ed up on . 
We are quite certain that in this series 
of four articles, we hav e n ot an swered all 
the question s of all the p eop le. There will 
remain some fears, some misun derstan din g 
an d some lack of comp rehen sion .

At 70 he and an old crony 
started a roofing s u p p l y 
business which they recent­ 
ly sold for $8,000 profit. He 
thought he’d retire but in­ 
stead took a selling job at 
a branch appliance store 
and last week was made 
manager.

A. You seem to be mar­ 
ried to a superman—blessed 
with a rare combination of 
health, drive, and imagina- 
I tion which few men c a n 
claim.

The satellite itself, dev el­ 
oped by the American Tele­ 
phone & Telegraph Co., will 
be launched into space by a 
Thor-Delta rocket at Cape Ca­ 
nav eral, Fla., late this spring. 
More than 1,200 publishers 
at the conv ention also were 
told by ANP.\ president Mark 
of Scripps 
Howard 
newspapers, New York, that 


the association has set up a 
3-man scientific adv isory com­ 
mittee. The committee will as­

equipment to newspaper tech­ 
nology . 
Eugene J . McNeely , presi­ 
dent of AT&T, narrated the 
satellite demonstration. .A 25 0- 
word 
story

through the satellite model, 
hung from the ceiling of the 
grand ballroom of the Wal- 
dorf-.Astoria Hotel. It was sent 
between two stations on the 
ballroom stage.

McNeely said the use of the 
satellite simply means “ addi­ 
tional div ersity and reliabil­ 
ity ” for microwav e techniques 
his company has used for 
y ears with relay towers.

Engineering Week at the 
University of Nebraska, al­ 
ways a showcase for some of 
the latest advances in scien­ 
tific and technical knowhow, 
will be open to the public for 
the 50th year next Thursday, 
Mav 3.

The Right Way To Alter 


Don’t get “ all shook-up” 
over the fact that you’re not 
a standard size, having meas­ 
urements that coincide per­ 
fectly wi t h a pattern. Not 
many women are. Just lift 
here, and fold there and all 
will be well. 
Q. Until I read your pat­ 
tern alteration booklet, my 
clothes made me look mal­ 
formed. I have one hip quite 
a bit higher than the other 
and as you can imagine, my 
skirts looked horrible. But

now that I alter my patterns 
first, I no longer have that 
trouble. Can you t e l l me 
what to do with dresses al­ 
ready made? They are mostly 
flared skirts, and the lower 
hip side seems to droop. Can 
you help?—Mrs. T. .McC. 
A. I’m glad you have the 
pattern problem licked. For 
the dresses, rip the bodice 
from the skirt. Lift the skirt 
at the waistline where the 
low hip is until you are hap­ 
py with the way th e skirt 
falls. .Mark the new w'aistline. 
and mark the side seam if it 
must be adjusted put bodice 
and skirt together. Then be 
sure to c h e c k your hem 
length. It will have to be 
lengthened on the side you 
lifted. 
Q. 1 have trouble making 
professional l o o k i n g belt 
loops on dresses. Someone 
once showed me a method in 
which a type of slip-knot is 
used, but I forgot just how 
to do it. Could you please ex­ 
plain it to me?—Mrs. W. K. 
A. Use a double strand of 
thread which matches your 
dress or belt. On the wTon g 
side of the seam, fasten the 
thread to the lower edge of 
the belt line on the dress. 
Take several tiny stitches one 
on top of the other. Bring the 
thread to the right side and 
take a tiny stitch at that 


point. Leave a 1 o o p large 
enough to get your fingers 
through. P u t your fingers 
through the loop and then 
pull another loop through, 
closing the first loop. Con­ 
tinue on doing this until the 
loop is slightly longer than 
the width of your belt. The 
needle isn’t used while you 
are making the loops. Now, 
pull the needle through the 
last loop. Then fasten the 
end of the loop to the side 
seam of the dress above the 
bel t . Bring the n e e d l e 
through to wrong side and 
s e c u r e with several tiny 
stitches (see illustration). 
Q. How can I tell the right 
from wrong side of mate­ 
rials? Some are easy to dis­ 
tinguish, but others look ex­ 
actly the same. I’ve been 
looking at s o m e gingham 
check for days and still can’t 
tell the difference.— 
.Mrs. D. A. 
A. That’s understandable. 
Gingham check is the same 
on both sides. Some fabrics 
are the same on both sides 
and others are so nearly the 
same that either side may 
be used. If after careful ex­ 
amination you can’t tell the 
difference, use either side. 
But be sure to cut all pieces 
on the same side because the 
difference might show up in 
a different light.
